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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Already established 
in the record is that the claim phrase "dynamically changing the power consumption comprises 
executing instructions in said computer processor while changing voltage at which said computer 
processor is operated" indicates that the processor does not stop the clock and continues 
execution of the instructions while the voltage varies. Clark teaches many embodiments all of 
which in some manner or other stop the execution of the instructions while varying the voltage. 
Column 4 Unes 26-30 state "the clock driving the processor may be permitted to continue to 
operate, thus allowing the processor to successfully execute processor instructions soon after 
such voltage/frequency changes" which is explained later that the phase locked loop of the clock 
is continued but the clock to the processor is stopped. Column 6 lines 4-7 indicate that the 
processor waits an amount of time sufficient to allow the voltage adjustment to be successfully 
accomplished. Column 6 line 35-37 indicates the processor enters sleep mode to change voltage. 
Column 7 lines 40-41 indicate the processor stops the internal clocks. Column 8 hues 22-23 
indicates the microprocessor is placed in idle mode. Thus it is clear that none of Clarks 
embodiments teach the claimed "dynamically changing the power consumption comprises 
executing instructions in said computer processor while changing voltage at which said computer 
processor is operated" as defined by applicants.
